POLICE CHIEF CUDDY 
REPORTS ON RIOTS 


Thinks That Use of Force Would 
Possibly Have Resulted in 
Murder

CALGARY, Feb, 22.—Chief of Pol- 
ice Alfred Cuddy today furnished 
Mayor Costello with a statement res- 
pecting the wrecking of the White 
Lutich restaurants and the ‘Riverside 
Hotel by the soldiers recently, The 
chief took the. responsibility for or- 
dering his men not ‘to use force in, 
resisting the mob, “Ll recognized at 
once,’ said Mr, Cuddy, “that such ac- 
tion would only tend to antagonize 
the suldiers and might possibly have 
resulted in murder.’ The chief says 
he doubts whether a military guard, 
let alone the police, enald have stop- 
ped the soldiers from |wrecking the 
hotel. 

The cases of Privates George Stev- 
enson of the 82nd Battalion, and 
1. J. MacDonald, of the 89th j/Battal- 
lon, charged with destroying property 
during the raids on the cafes, ‘will 
come before the police magistrate to- 
morrow morning, Seven other sol- 
diers are under arrest charged with 
the same offkence. The disposition of 
tho Stevenson and MacDonald cases 
will largely guide the authorities in 
dealing with them,

The power question did not

from Ontario here to take the Job to 
which Supt. (Lowery replied in the 
aflirmative, Alderman MacDonald 
took very strong Objection to a man 
being brought in from outside the city 
to take a job that could well be hand- 
led by many men, in ithe city quite 
capable of doing the work, and who 
needed ft badly. Another thing that 
the alder did not like about it 
Was that this man was brought tn and 
given his position »while his brother 
was investigating the department.

Germans Take French Tren- 


ches, But Are Soon

LONDON, Feb, 22.—The Ltallans, 
after weeks of hammering at the Aus- 
trian positions with their big guns, 
have captured the motntainous reg- 
ion of Callo (Colloy in the Sugana 
valley, and also have occupied the 
towns of (Roncegno and Ronchi, 

By their new acquisition of Terrain 
the Jtalians are now almost (within 
striking distance of one of their chief 
objectives of the war—the city of 
Trent—which lies, protected on the 
north, east and south |by a line of 
forts, fifteem, miles west of the cap- 
tured regton. 

Again there has been vicious fight- 
ing in the Artois region of France, 
in Champagne, and along both sides 
of the Meuse above Dun, To the east 
of Souchez, after a heavy battle, the 
Germans attacked and captured 800 
metres of French trenches and took 
seven officers and $19 mes, prisoners, 


After a desperate fight they were 
driven out, 
At Brabant-Sur-Meuse the Germans 


also broke into the French trenches, 
but here again they were driven out 
and back to their original positions, 

There is no change in the situation 
along the front in, Russia and Galicia, 

The ‘Russiqns ure sti pressing the 
Turks hard in Armenia. Constantin- 
ople in its official statement concern- 
ing the reverse \o the Turkish arms 
at Erzerum says the retirement to 
positions west of the dortress took 
place after the ‘Turks had destroyed 
positions to the east of Erzerum, and 
also fifty cannon which they could 
not take away with them, Dental is 
made that the Russians captured 
1,000 cannon and 80,000 prisoners.

UTTAWA, (eb, ~A striking and 
impressive, speech iby Col. J, A, Currie, 
North Simeoe, the only imember of the 
Canadian parliament who has as yet 
commanded a Canadian regiment 
during an engagement, was the featury 
of the resumed budget debate today. 
Col, Currie, who swore (what had the 
appearance of being a war-worn 
khaki uniform, spake quletly and di-

While Colonel Currie spoke mostly 
of the war, he had something to say 
of the ‘budget, While complimenting 
the minister of finance for the manner 
of his management of the finances of 


the country, and approving of the 
budget generally, he objected to the 
retroactive feature of the ‘business 
taxes, 

Colonel Currie spoke in warm termes 
of praise of the French-Canadian 
soldiers at the front, and protested 
against what he described as the dis- 


position of some people in Canada to 
stir up strife,

Inquest at North Edgerton on 
Body of Mrs. Herma Vieweger,
